Rules for the suppression of Female Infanticide, 


I.—A nominal Register (A) of all proclaimed 
families shall be drawn up by the Police under the 
orders of the Magistrate of the district. In this 
register recognized heads of families or masters of 
separate households shall be entered as the heads 
of families, and every member of the family habi- 
tually resident in the village shall be entered by 
name. All persons under twelve shall be entered 
as children, except married female children living 
with their husbands, who shall, for the purposes of 
these Rules, be deemed to be adult females, 


II.—All villages in which the proportion of 
female children to children on a proclaimed popula- 
tion of not less than 25 children, is less than 25 
per cent., shall be called “specially guilty” vil- 
lages, and shall also be entered in a separate 
Register (B), which shall be called the “ Private 
register of proclaimed families in specially guilty 
villages.” This register shall not be open to 
inspection except by the officers of the district; 


IIL.—The person who is registered as the head 
of a proclaimed family shall report immediately 
the occurrence of every birth and death, and the 


. 
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illness of any female child in his family to the | will then be strnck out of Revister A, and the 


chaukidar of the village. He shall also produce 
all children in his family for the inspection of a 
Police Officer visiting the village when required to 
produce them. 

IV.—Every midwife knowing of, or having 
reason to believe in, the occurrence in a proclaimed 
family in the village in which she resides of a 
birth, or of the illness of a new-born child, shall at 
once report the fact to the chaukidar of the village. 
And if the village is one entered in Register B, 
she shall also report the occurrence of a pregnancy. 


V.—If in a given time after proclamation [to be 
determined for each village or locality by the Local 
Government] the proportion of female children in 
a village entered in Register B does not rise to 
more than 25 per cent., the Lieutenant-Governor 
may direct that every person registered as the 
head of a proclaimed family in that village shall 
be personally bound to report to the officer in 
charge of the Police Station every pregnancy in 
his family at some period before the seventh 
month, ° 


V1.—The chaukidar of the village shall imme- 
diately report to the officer in charge of the Police 
Station the occurrence of a birth, whether male or 
female, in a proclaimed family; the death of a 
female infant under six months old; the illness of 
a female child; and the removal of a pregnant 
woman to another village. He shall also report, 
on the occasion of his periodical visit to the Police 
Station, other deaths, removals and arrivals ; and 
pregnancies reported to him if the village is enter- 
ed in Register B, 


VII.—The zemindars of the villages shall give 
assistance to the Police in drawing up Register A, 
and in obtaining information regarding all births, 
marriages, and degghs occurring, or about to occur, 
among proclaimed families, 


VITI.—All expenses incurred in working the 
system sanctioned by Act VIII of 1870 shall be 
borne by the proclaimed clans and families, and 
shall be recoverable as arrears of land revenue 3 
provided that, when the percentage of female 
children to children of any proclaimed class in any 
village exceeds forty, such class shall be exempted 
from any share in such expenses, unless in the 
opinion of the Magistrate there be other grounds 
of suspicion, 


IX.—Where the crime is so prevalent, and the 
number of the proclaimed villages so great, that 
the ordinary establishment of the district cannot 
cope successfully with it, the Local Government 
may, at its discretion, appoint a force of special 
Police for the purpose of carrying out measures of 

revertion and detection, All expenses incurred 
‘or the payment of such Police, or under Rule 
VIII, may be met by a rate leviable, under the 
orders of the Local Government, from the heads of 
families entered in the nominal register of pro- 
claimed persons. .Such rate will ordinarily be 
imposed so as to fall more heavily on specially 
guilty than on guilty families; but the amount of 
the rate to be levied will be fixed in every case by 
the special orders of the Local Government, 


X.—No proclaimed village or family shall be 
exempted from the operation of these Rules except 
4 the order of the Local Government, or in virtue 
of authority to that effect vested by Government 
in any officer, A village or family so exempted

2. The severe trials endured by the troops from the inclemency of the weather and in over- 
coming the physical difficulties presented by high precipitous hills and rapid torrents; and the skil- 
ful and spirited manner in which the enemy were driven from their formidable defences, will doubtless 
meet with the approval of His Excellency the Governor General in Council. ° 

8. The Commander-in-Chief would invite attention to the excellent conduct of the troops, and 
to the names of the officers, Military, Departmental, and Civil, whom Colonel Nuttall notices as having, 
by their zeal and energy, enabled him to carry out his well-arranged plan of operations,

I nave the honor, agreeably to the instructions contained in your telegram of the 12th instant, 
to submit, for the information of the Right Honorable the Commander-in-Chief, the following detailed 
report of my late operations in the Naga Hills, 


2. On the 23rd February 1875, I received intimation that the Detachments of the 42nd and 
44th Regiments of Native Infantry, employed with the Duflla Field Force, were coming up by steam- 
ers to form the force to be employed against the Nagas concerned in the massacre of Lieutenant 
Holcombe and his Survey party on the 2nd February 1875. At the same time, I was informed that 
I was nominated to the Command: of this Field Force. Late in the afternoon of the ‘same day, the 
Prince Albert steamer, with the Isla and Ganges flats in tow, arrived with the detachments ‘above 
mentioned, and a large supply of commissariat stores on board, 

3. By employing strong detachments of the 42nd and 44th Regiments, the whole of the stores 
were landed about 2 p. at. the next day, and the whole of the Force had marched up to the canton- 
ments, about 7 miles from the Ghat, by 5 P.M. onthe same day ; on this day (24th). I received a 
letter from the personal Assistant to the Chief Commissioner of Assam, containing certain instruc. 
tions regarding the political conduct of the expedition. 

4. On the 25th February the Transport Corps, 500 strong, arrived at the Debrugarh Ghit, and 

, the next morning (the 26th) marched into cantonments, 

5. On the 26th, Captain Butler, Political Agent, Naga Hills, who had been appointed Political 
Officer to the Force, rode into Debrugarh in order to consult with the Chief Commissioner of Assam 
and myself, and returned to Jaipur the following day. 

6. On the 27th, the Naga Field Force, consisting of about 808 of all ranks, marched from 
Debrugarh en route for Borwasali, which place it reached on the morning of the lst March, the dis. 
tance being about 51 miles. The Transport Corps which I had halted at Tipling Ghat on the Dehing 
River, as t ey appeared to have felt the first march of 18 miles, did not arrive at Borwasali till 
the 2nd. 


7. On the 2nd, accompanied by Major Heathcote, Assistant, Quartermaster General to the 
foree, and a small guard, I pushed on to Bor Mutun to join Captain Butler, who had preceded me there 


acourding to previous arrangement. 
° 
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"8, I found that the distance between Borwasali and Bor Mutun, instead of being 10, as I was 
led to believe, was fully 15 miles. For 24 miles the road passes through the plains, ‘but at a;place 
called Hulwa, it reaches the foot of the hills, Between Hulwa and Bor Mutun there isa range of 
hills on which the village of Kulun Mutun is situated, and over which the path rans. The highest 
part of the road is 1,900 feet above the sea. After passing the range of Kulan Mutun, the road again 
descends to the foot of the Bor Mutun hill (2,650 feet above the sea), which it ascends by,a yery~ 


steep gradient, ; 
9, Establishing a store-house at Hulwa and a resting-place for the Transport Corps at Kulun 


Mutun, about half-way between Hulwa and Bor Mutun, Igbegan working stores up to the latter place, 
intending to make it my principal dep6t, From the 8rd to the 12th March, not only the Transport 
Corps, but every available cooly, Naga, Cossyah, Kookie, Assamese, &c., was pressed. into the service, 
and by the 12th, the whole of the available Naga Field Force, including the Transport Corps, were 
ssembled at Bor Mutun with 17 days’ provisions in Camp. 1 a 
10, The following were the arrangements I made for the protection of my line of communica- 
tion between Jaipur and Bor Mutun, when I advanced on the 13th March. At Jaipur I left a guard 
of 1 Native officer and 27 men. At Borwasali and Hulwa (reserve depdts, where my reserve ammuni- 
tion and reserve supplies were stored) I left Major Tulloch in Command, ‘The former post was held 
by a guard of 1 Native Officer and 30 men, and the latter by 1 Havildar, 1 Naick, and 8 Sepoys. At 
ulun Mutun, I left 1 Havildar, 1 Naick, and 10 Sepoys, aud at Bor Mutun the strength of the guard. 
left behind consisted of 1 Native Officer and 80 men. “All four posts were stockaded. 
11, These precautions, taken to secure our communications against any possible treachery on tho 
t of the powerful tribes we left in our rear, the remainder of the Force marched for Bor Bansang 
on the 18th March, but before leaving Bor Mutun, agreeably to the instructions given me by the 
Chief Commissioner of Assam, and taking into consideration the almost unprecedented features of 
treachery, ferocity and cruelty, exhibited by the Nagas in the massacre of the 2nd Febraary, and 
also bearing in mind the fact that many of the men in camp, sepoys, coolies and others, had been 
present when it Was perpetrated, and that amongst the latter there were many whose habits and” 
customs incnleated revenge of any sort, as a virtue, I thought it advisable to issue a field force order 
regarding the treatment of the women and children of the enemy, in fact all who from age or sex 
were unable to resist, as also to interdict any mutilation of the dead, and this order I have the honor 
to append to this report. Iam happy to state that the result has been that. no instance has been 
brought to my notice or to that of the Political Officer with the force, of the slightest infringement of 
this order; indeed, the discipline of the troops and coolies bas been such that not only has this 
order been unbroken, but not one complaint has beer brought forward by the hundreds of triendl

18, On arriving on the banks of the Disang river, which has to be crossed by a ford before 
ascending the ridge on which Nini is built, we found the river swollen and impassable. 
Pwo of the 44th Native Infantry and three of Captain Butler’s police swam the river, and one raft 
was brought over, but the second was swept away by the current, and as the river rose rapidly, it was 
impossible to get any more over. Every effort to get.a rope across the river or to fell a sufficiently 
large tree to bridge the stream failed, and I regret to say that one of the men wlio had crossed (Sepoy 
Dhunbeer Rai) was drowned in attempting to return in spite of every effort to save him. The names of 
these t volunteers were—Havildar Heema Chund and Sepoy Dhunbeer Rai, 44th Native Infantry, 
also Head Constable Dhon Sing and Constables Kunthai Ram and Sikaidas of the Naga Hill Police; 
and I feel confident it will not be thought out of place in my naming’them in'this despatch, as though 
one of them is beyond the reach of any praise of mine, I would perpetuate as far as lies in my power 
the act of gallantry he died in performing. 
19. Late in the evening the force returned to Senwa. But the next morning a strong working 
was sent down which proceeded under the superintendence of Lieutengnt Woodthorpe, 8. 3, 
(who had kindly offered me his services), to the rivers, and commenced at once throwing a trestle 
_ bridge across at a point higher up the river than the spot tried on the day and where the stream was 
about 210 feet wide, which bridge was so far advanced by the evening of the -17th, that I marched 
the whole available force down to the river on the morning of the 18th, and the work was so vigorously 
pushed on that day, that at 4 P. a. communication was opened with the opposite bank, During the 
construction of the bridge the enemy commenced firing on the working parties from the right bank 
of the river, but their fire was at once silenced, and I believe with some loss to them, by a party of our 
shirmishers which opened fire from an advantageous position on.our bank of the river. 


20. The bridge having been completed by 7 A. m. on the morning of the 19th, I marched the 
whole force across the river at 7-30 a. m., and advanced on Nind. Two roads lead to Ninti from the 
river—the one entering the village from the west and the other from the north. These roads trayerse 
two ridges, divided by a deep ravine. I directed Colonel Sherriff with the 42nd to take the road to 
the right (the western one), and with the remainder of the column I took the road to the left, directing 
the baggage to follow, protected by a strong guard. The combined strength of the two columns was 
961 of all ranks, About noon we neared Nini, and could see flames issuing from a few houses forming 
a lower village, which had evidently been set on fire by the enemy to retard our approach. 
During our advance we perceived numbers of armed men on the hill sides near the village of Lonkai, 
which lay on our left flank, byt separated from us by a very deep ravine. When close to Ninti the 
column of the 42nd could be perceived on the other ridge advancing so as to close the western route 
to the oF f Pushing on with the advanced guard of the 44th under’ Lieutenant Macgregor, and 
accompanied by Major Heathcote and Captain Butler, with a few of his police, and closely followed by 
the main body of ‘the 44th under Lientenant-Colonel Cory, we came on a stockade . thrown across the 
road when within short range of us the enemy opened fire ; but their shots were aimed too high and 
— over our heads, and the stockade was taken at once, the Nagas retiring to the upper village. 

eeing that the enemy were in strength at the top of a steep ascent directly in front of us, I detached 
two parties to the left, directing them to take advantage of the cover afforded by the jungle around, 
and endeavour to gain the rear of the village by making a detour to the east; so that when the 
defences were forced in front, they might be on the direct line of retreat of the enemy. On arriving 
with the advanced guard at the foot of the very steep ascent leading to the upper village, we could 
perceive a very strong stockade thrown across the road. The whole ground around was also panjied in 
direction, and here several of our men and one gr ow officer got wounded. But the Nagas would 
not stand to meet us, and finding that their fire did not check the advance fora moment, they 
evacuated the stockade as we neared it, and at once retreated southwards through the upper. village 
which was now on fire, the roads to the west being barred to them by the 42nd Native Infantry. 
Had they stood for a very short time, the flanking parties would have got in their rear and caused 
them very heavy loss. As it was, they were pursued by a portion of the force for four 
miles to a village called Nisa, also concerned in the massacre of the 2nd February; and here 
in the enemy set fire to the village to retard the approach of our forces. Having left Colonel Sher- 
riff with a portion of the force at Ninu, I pushed through the burning village with Lieutenant-Colonel 
Cory, Lieutenant Macgregor, and 80 men to Nisa, where I joined Major Heathcote and Captain 
Butler, who had arrived with the flankers and some of the advanced guard. We bivouacked for 
the night in a few huts that had escaped the general conflagration of this village. I append a 
list of our casualties up to the 27th of March; most of the men therein mentioned were wounded 
on this day, With regard to the loss of the enemy I cannot speak positively, as it is a custom with 
them to carry off their dead and wounded at any sacrifice, and owing to the thick cover around 
and the burning huts, it was difficult to see clearly what was going on in the upper village at the time 
of attack. But before we left the Naga hills we heard from prisoners and others that the Nind 
Nagas had lost many men, killed on the various occasions in which the troops came in contact with 
them from the 18th to the 3lst March. 

21. On the 20th I directed Colonel Sherriff to march on Lonkai, which he did with 75 men 
of all ranks belonging to the 42nd and 44th Regiments Native Infantry. He attacked and burnt the 
village, which had aided in the massacre of the 2nd of February, and in which were found proofs of 
the participation of the villagers in that tragedy. The same day Captain Butler with a party of his 
_own police, strengthened by some men of the 44th Native Infantry, proceeded in one direction to 
pursue the Nina fugitives into their fastnesses in the forest, whilst I with another party of about 50 
men, and accompanied by Lieutenant-Colonel Cory and Major Heathcote, took another. Captain Butler’s 
party discovered several of their places of refuge, and the detachment which J accompanied came upon

22. On the morning of the 21st, leaving a strong guard at Nisa, I marched with the remainder of 
the force encamped there towards Khamna, which consists of two villages, Upper and Lower 1 i 
amongst the most powerful in that part of the country and situated about 10 miles south of Nisa. The 
force consisted of 162 men of all ranks. ‘The road from Nisa descends 2,150 feet into a valley through 
which rans a branch of the Disang or Dillé river. Owing to @e heavy rains that had lately fallen, we 
found the stream a swollen, impetuous torrent, and the ford very deep and difficult, the water being above 
the men’s waists. The force, however, at once commenced the , and though of the 
officers and men were nearly swept away, no serious accident occurred. Leaving a guard of 80 men at 
the ford with orders to make a thick bamboo rope and stretch it across the stream to assist the men 
on their return, the column commenced the ascent of the ridge on which the villages were situated, 
the upper 2,600 feet above the ford and 4,600 above the sea, When the column arrived within 
about a mile of the lower village a large party of a were seen close to.a strong stockade 
which crossed the whdle breadth of the ridge. Taking advantage of a rise in the ground about 
the middle of the ridge, I detached a party to turn their left flank, whilst I attacked in front. 
They would not however stand, but fled as we approached, and being followed, lost several maty: killed 
and wounded. Near the village there was another stockade much stronger than the first, but this 
they also abandoned. On searching the valage many proofs were obtained of the inhabitants’. 
rticipation in the massacre, many articles belonging to the Survey party being found in the, 
ey Having burnt both villages, the force returned to Nisa for the night, the rear guard not getting 
back till 8 p,m. I believe the Khamna Nagas would have made a stouter defence, but were somewhat, 
unprepared, not thinking we could cross the river in its swollen state. 


23, On the same day a detachment of 46 men of all ranks under Lieutenant Ridgeway tookethe, 
village of Kamoi, which was found dismantled and unstockaded.

24. On the 22nd detachments of from 15 to 20 men under British and Native Officers were’ 
despatched in every direction, both from Nint and Nisa, to scour tlie country and attack the Nagas of 
the villages implicated. Several Nagas were killed and wounded by these detachments, and small’ 
seeperaey villages with stores of grain found in the jungles and on the mountain peaks were 

estroyed, , 

25. On the 23rd the same tactics were followed and with equal success. 4 

26. On the 24th Lieutenant-Colonel Cory with 60 men of all mnks was sent back to Kambna,’ 
where he was bivouacked for the night, and lestroyed several stores of grain. He brought back with: 
him the next morning a Naga who was recognised by a Sepoy of the party as having taken an active’ 
part in the massaere, having wounded the Sepoy himself. ‘This man is now in the Debrogurh Jail,
